Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner contacted counsel to discuss a series of amendments 
to address certain informalities and address outstanding rejections. The Examiner noted that M in claims 5, 17, 20, 25, 
& 27 should refer to "hydrogens", as discussed on specification p. 9, 1. 6, to provide proper valence for the porphyrin. 
The Examiner also noted extraneous language in claims 25 and 27 neaarthe Bragg angles that should be removed. 
The section 1 12 rejections for claims 24, 26, and 28 were still seen as proper. Counsel and the Examiner discussed 
various proposals to remedy these rejections and it was agreed, based on counsel's suggestion, that the structure of 
the formula (I) and the binder resin would be added as limitations. The Examiner suggested that claim 23 be canceled 
because it is a duplicate of claim 8 and that claim 24 be canceled because it is a duplicate of claim 10, should it be 
amended to have the compositional limitations required. Counsel stated that an amendment would be submitted to 
make these changes. 
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
